WEEKLY CROP BU llETIK 

TJ. S. Bepartaiebt of Agriculture, CII- 

nmtu-and Crop Bulletin of Hie 

Weather Bureau..: 

SrniKaFtEUD, 111., Aug." 19, 1902.- 
■ The weather was unseasonably cool dur- 
ing the week over the state, except in the 
extreme southern portion where more near- 
ly normal temperatures prevailed. Heavy 
rains occurred the first of the week over 
most of the northern and central districts, 
and good benificial showers fell in the 
southern district. The latter part of the 
week was generally drier, making farm 
work possible, nnd plowing progressed 
rapidly except in the north where very lit: 
tie has been' done. Threshing is still in 
progress, though it is mostly finished in 
the southern, and Hearing - completion in 
the central district.' * The yield of oats will 
be fair, though they have suffered further 
damage in the northern half of the state 
by sprouting in the shock. 

Corn is generally in very Sue condition, 
but is is maturing very Blowly in the north- 
era half of the state, owing to continued 
cool and wet weather, and some, lodging 
by high winds \a reported in a few locali- 
ties of the central district. Reports of 
damnge to the com by chinch nufrs con- 
tinue to be received from the southern dis- 
trict, but the ravages of .the insect were 
checked materially by the recent' rains in 
that section. 

Potatoes have suffered further injury by 
rotting, and though' the crop promises to 
be large the quality will be only fair. 

Broom com harvest is progressing satis- 
factorily and the crop is generally good, 
though some report the quality as poor: 
Grapes are promising, but are rotting to 
some extent in the northern and central 
dUtricts. - Pears ate a good crop. 
. The prospect for apples has improved, 
materially in the northern district. In the 
central district there has been a slight de- 
terioration in this crop, as bitter rot has 
appeared in a few places and falling h re- 
ported from an increased number of places 
In the southern district there ore many 
complaints of bitter rot, and the apples 
are falling badly in some localities.

Some Feeling of Apprehension Iu' Re- 
gard to the Fall . Elections.-- 
Roosevelt Choice of West. 

The Secretary of Agriculture, . who re- 
turned from the west on Friday and. left 
almost immediately to take part in the 
New England States, informed your cor- 
respondent that the most prosperous con- 
ditions existed" throughout the west and 
that, while there was no active interest in 
national politics, the people were to well 
satisfied "to desire any change.' When asked 
to define the tariff plank in the Iowa Re- 
publican platform, be said- that it ment 
that the people desired some' modification 
of the tariff schedules. That in this time 
of plenty they considered Buck modifica- 
tion could be judiciously made'. That 
while true to their principles 1 of protection 
they believe that there are certain indus- 
tries which no longer needed the same 
protection that was essential to their pros- 
perity when the Dlngley law was enacted 
and they, expected the party to modify 
those schedules. They were particularly - 
desirous of a modification of tho schedules 
affecting trust. made articles but were can-. 
vinced that any revision of the tariff could 
be intrusted only to the republican party. 
Speaking of the President, be said that' 
the people of that section were all enthusi- 
astic In bis support and even tee demo- 
crats approved of him and -many expressed 
the wish that be was their leader instead 
of the leader of the republicans.

If 
that law should prove defective, they be- 
lieve Mr. Roosevelt will p-.itiform Congress 
pointing out its defect,/" and that Congress 
will promptly remedy them. Such a course * 
theY t Bay,ii' iff marked contrast to the rev- ' 
olutionary methods advanced by democrat- 
ic leaders who would seek to destroy tbe 
trusts by a radical revision of the .tariff, 
thereby throwing hundreds of men out-of—- 
employment, rehderinar worthless;. the in- 
vestments of thousands of business -men 
nnd undermining the general prosperity 
with which the country is blessed. 

Recent statements made at the Repub- 
lican campaign headquortes indicate that 
the leaders are feeling some apprehen- 
sion at the outcome of "the fall elections 
and from a curious cause. They gay- that 
the very widespread prosperity^is .likely to 
prove a menace to Republican success for 
the reason that the people are nil Unusually 
busy and many good republicans,. are. too ; ■ 
liable to feel an unwarranted securely and, 
therefore, leave it totheir republican breth- 
ren to go to the polls and vote. Experience, 
in the past years has shown that this np 
prehension is cot groundless. It has not 
been unusual for the democrats' to . p61l 90 
per cent of their vole in off years while tho 
republicans polled but 70 per cent. With . 
a McKiuley or a Roosevelt at the bead of 
the ticket, there would be no such danger, 
for every republican would be proud to go 
to the polls and cast his ballot for such n 
leader, but with only a congressman or at 
most a governor to vote for, there h'- dan- 
ger that .tho, full 'republican strength will 
not be brought out. It, therefore, behooves 
every good republican (o'vote this fall in 
order that the prosperous conditions which 
now prevail and the wise policies which 
the party. has inaugurated may be con- 
tinued. 

It bos been Btated this week by a gentle- 
man who wns high in the counsels of tho 
McKinley administration, that, contrary to 
the oft published statements, President 
McKinley never made any promise of reci- 
procity to the Cuban representatives who' 
asked him to do so in return for their 
adoption of the Piatt amendment as a part-, 
of the Cuban constitution^ On the contrary 
Mr. McKinley carefully and patiently ex- 
plained the constitutional relations exist- 
ing between the President and Congress;

Mimic Naval War JJinls with Surren- 
der of Plllsbury's Sqmirirnii. 

The mimic nnvnl war oa the New Eng- 
land const ended Sunday morning with 
the capture of Plllsbury's white squad- 
ron off MngwoHn, Mass., by- Hear Ad- 
miral II iggln son's licet. Plllsbury was 
attempting to steal Into Salem harbor 
when his vessels were sighted by Daniel 
H, Staehle, the signal boy of the flagship 
Kearaarge, and soon the defending bat- 
tleships were racing to intercept the 
"enemy." The attacking skips were cor- 
nered and PillHbnry was forced to sur- 
render. 

It wns daybreak when the signal boy 
saw Plllsbury 's ships steaming In the di- 
rection of Salem, The Kcnrsnrgc, with 
its contorts, the Alnbnmn and the Mas- 
sachusetts, lying near by, wna nuchored 
close in to Tlin tetter's Island and tens 
th n n three miles off Hock port. 

PUlsbury was heading in northeast 
and wns about 15 f teen miles to thu south- 
ward of the Kearsurge. Stnehle knew 
the enemy's ships and gave the alarm im- 
mediately. In ten mlnutca the Kenr- 
sarge, the Alabama and the Massachu- 
setts had anchors' tip nnd were headed 
for tlie hostile Kijundron, going nt a clip- 
ping rate. The big llngshlp got up n 
fifteen-knot speed within a few seconds 
after It was started. Close behind came 
the Alnbnmn nml Massachusetts. 

Commander Plllsbury saw tlie game 
was up and stopped his engines to wnlt 
for his opponents to draw uenr,- It was 
4:20 o'clock when the white Buundrnn 
Was sighted. At 5 o'clock .the crews of 
the blue were summoned to quarters. - At 
6:33 Itenr Admiral lligglnson colled ou 
Plllsbury to surrender. Five minutes 
Inter the commander of thu squadron 
gracefully complied, sending up a ling sig- 
nal to that effectf 

Then the blue squadron hove to nnd 
Commander Plllsbury came aboard tlie 
Kearsarge, where he and Bear Admiral 
Mlgginson snid pleasant things to encli 
other. When this was over the Kear- 
sarge, the Alabama nnd the Massachu- 
setts went back to ltuckport to nwait 
the reassembling of the entire licet, dis- 
patch boats being sent out In the mean- 
time to gather in the guard and picket 
vessels strung out along the coast be- 
tween P ortland and Cape Cod.

The transportation business Inst 
yenr was grcntiy In excess of that of 
1800, 11 fact that shows ns strikingly 
ns any other tho country's progress 
and prosperity. Another fact equally 
Impressive Is found In the bnnlt clear- 
ances, which lust year were more llinn 
double In amount of those of 1808. 
Mnny other Interesting facts evi- 
dencing the success of Republican 
policy were presented by the New 
Hampshire- senntor who concluded 
his most Instructive speech, nil the 
facts of which were from ofllclnl 
sources, ns follows: "Our friends on 
the other sldo nre looking .for nn 
Issue.

In response to a- request of the 
dying bandmaster, his musicians played 
lively airs' for him as he passed away, 
several pieces being of his own composi- 
tion. 

One man was killed, three fatally in- 
jured and one seriously hurt by the ex- 
plosion of the boiler of a big mogul en- 
gine drawing the first section of n Chi- 
cago ami Alton train eleven miles oust 
of Mexico, Mo., while going thirty-five 
miles an hour.

WEATHER NOT FAVORABLE TO 
RAPID MATURING. 



The Oiit'loolc for Corn Is PromUlnjf— 
Bprlnc Wlient liar vesta Nearly Pli- 
Hlied— Gove nun cat Report Telli Rco.- 
•qb of Setback. 



Tho latest crop report issued by the 
weather bureau saya the week has not 
been favorable for the rapid maturing of 
crops in tho northern districts cast of 
tbe Mlssouprl valley, where It has been 
abnormally cool, with cxcesslvo rains in 
portions of the Missouri and upper Mis- 
sissippi valleys, while hot and generally 
dry weather prevnlled In the Southern 
States nnd .the protracted drought con- 
tinued In the middle Rocky Mountain 
distrlcta. Continuing, the report -nays: 

Corn continues In very promising condi- 
tion In 'the principal corn StatoB, in the 
more northerly portions of wblcb, how- 
ever, it has not matured rapidly under, 
tho low' temperatures which- prevailed- 
during the week, The reports indicate 
that early corn over the northern portion 
of the corn belt will he safe from frost 
by Sept. 1 to 1G, and the late crop from 
Sept, 15 to Oct. 1, while over tbe south- 
ern portions of the corn belt" some of the 
early corn Is already matured, and the 
late will be safe by Sept. ID to 23. 

Spring wheat harvest Is nearly finished 
la the Dakotag, and has progressed un- 
der favorable conditions In northern Min- 
nesota, but was interrupted by showers 
in the southern portion of the State, In 
which the crop generally has ripened 
slowly nud unevenly. In Iowa wheat in 
shock has been Injured, and a targe per- 
centage ruined by wet wenther.' 

Kurther reports of damage to onta are 
received from the Ohio and upper Mis- 
sissippi valleys. Harvesting Is unfinished 
only In some localities In the more north- 
erly portions of the New England and 
middle Atlantic States. 

Late cotton has Improved In the Caro- 
lina*, Mississippi nnd Louisiana, unit In 
portloas of Missouri and Tennessee. Rust 
nnd shedding nre very generally reported 
throughout the belt, with premature 
opening lu portions of Alabama, Georgia 
and South Carolina. In Texas cotton Is 
opening rapidly and picking is becoming 
general, but the crop has deteriorated on 
account of excessive beat, shedding' and 
ravages of boll worms and weevil. While 
some damage has resulted from the hot, 
dry weather ia Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 
ritory, where the crop is maturing fast, 
picking l« In progress, a large yield of 
good quality Is Indicated. 

Special telegraphic reports were recclv- 
ed from: 

Illinois— Cool; heavy rains north; good 
showers In central and most of south; 
thrcslilng nearly done; good yield of wheat 
and rye j oats uctlcr than expected; corn 
In flue condition, but maturing slowly In 
north nud constdcrnblo damage by chinch- 
hues south; pastures, broom corn, gardens 
and potatoes good; potatoes rotting some- 
what; apple crop lnrga In centra! district, 
fair in north and south. 

Indiana— In southwest counties regetalton 
ban been Injured by drought, which was 
broken during the tnst days of the week, 
elsewhere showers delay threshing,- wheat 
and onls being ilamogeil; com ami potatoes 
exceptionally promising; millet, second crop 
of clover, tobacco, tomatoes and pastures 
dotue veil; apple crap light, fruit fulling. 

Ohio— Corn advanced slowly, nats yield- 
ing heavily, hut Injured Boinewlmt In shock; 
seeibclovcr promises fair crop; lute potatoes, 
gardens nad tobacco doing net), latter being 
cut; gropea rotting a little; pears fair, ap- 
ples more promising In northern part. 

Michigan— Cool wenther continues to re- 
tard growth of corn, which Is caring nicely, 
but Is small a ad backward; frosts in upper 
peninsula nud northern counties did some 
damage to com, potatoes and garden truck: 
line crop of oats mostly secured; Leans and 
late potntocs In fair condition; sugar beets 
ami npples continue promising, 

Wisconsin— Continued cool; frost did tome 
damage to corn nnd potntocs In north sec- 
tion, Debt elsewhere; moderate ru!nn de- 
layed threshing and sticking; corn Impror. 
log, eared nud silked; wheat, rye and barley 
good* yield, but Inst named somewhat dark; 
outs heavy, hut Ellelilly Inferior quality; to- 
bacco excellent, potatoes heavy crop; apples 
much Improved. 

Minnesota— l-'avornblc for spring wheat, 
onta and barley harvest la north till rains 
of 17tln wheat rlptulng Hlowly nad uneven, 
ly— Btncklng'aiid shock threshing stopped In 
south hy sli uicers beginning the 12th; Unx 
cutting welt advanced— warmer weather nec- 
essary to mature e.ood com crop beforo 
frost.

K. O. Dun & Co.'s Weekly Hevlew of 
Trade makes the foregoing summary of 
tbe trnde situation.

There nre 4,535 na- 
tional banks now In the country compar- 
ed; with 4,105 on Aug. ID, 1001; and the 
statements on last examiner's call show a 
majority of these banks In better condi- 
tion ns regards loaning ability than at tho 
beginning of the crop movement lost year. 
The banks of the middle West and North- 
west have no -.less thnn $128,078,000 uu 
deposit with reserve agencies iu Now 
York. Money is easy nbrond, and while 
an occasional Hurry may run up rales on 
our side, there Is every reason to expect 
only temporary advances with an easy 
market ami low. rates as tbe rule. 

The credit of the West has never been 
so good. And this credit based upon con- 
fidence Is really more important than any 
other consideration. Tbe financial sit- 
uation, on the whole, Is sound, justifying 
everything of legitimate busluess expan- 
sion, yet not such US to warrant reckless 
■peculation. 

Many favorable features arc noted In 
trade,* especially In the " jobbing tines, 
where tbe fall buying Is being felt with 
increasing force. In dry goods, shoes, 
hardware nud other lines, material gains 
were made over last week lu tbe volume 
of business. Structural Iron Is stilt being 
turned out under great pressure, nnd the 
curtailment of pig Iron production re- 
mains n handicap.

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LOSE TIIE1H CHARTERS, 

Tlircc-Fonrtlis of tho Corporations In 
. —. Illinois Arc Affected. 
Orer three- four tits of the corporations 
existing under the laws of Illinois, it was 
learned the other day, have sacrificed 
their charters through failure to comply 
with the law. A law was enacted in 
1001 requiring rill corporations organized 
under the laws, of Illinois to make a re- 1 
port to the ' Secretary of Stiitc between 
Fcb.d. and Slarcli 1 of each year, giving, 
among other itciim, the location of princi- 
pal ollice, the kind of 'business engaged 
in j nud names of direetors or managers, 
together" with tiie postnllicc address by 
street and number, nud providing that 
the Secretary of State should file with 
Hie recorder of decile of the various coun- 
ties Iii .the State n complete list of all 
corporations complying with the law, end 
providing further Hint* he should enter 
upon tiie records In his oflicc the cancel- 
lation of the charters of all corporations 
failing to make the report. Under this 
law only about 10,000 of the 45,000 cor- 
porations appearing on the records have 
made a report. On this, ilrst ot July the. 
Secretary of State, filed his list with the 
recorder, of deeds nnd proceeded to enter 
the cancellation of charters of alt other 
corporations.

RETjICS OF VKUHISTORIC AGE, 

Student of Ancient History Finds Old 

Fort Ncnr Carbondalc. 
, Tbc ruins of nn old fort, probably built 
by n prehistoric race, has recently been 
discovered in the northwestern part of 
Jackson County by John Crllley, who is 
a student of ancient history and scientific 
subjects. The breastworks are situated 
at the break In the bluffs where^a Email 
stream runs Into the Mississippi bottoms, 
The breastworks are extensive, consisting 
of.mounds and/ a circular lino of works 
similar to. modern 'defensive breast works.

Sir. de Windt left Paris on. Dec. .10, 
1001, with three companions', determined 
to demonstrate that [lie proposed Tmns- 
filberl&u and Alaskan Ballrond wn» prac- 
ticable, and that it would be possible to 
make the journey from Paris to New 
York by rail It such u line was ever con- 
structed. 

"We hnve no doubt that the railroad 
will be constructed some time, and be- 
lieve It will not be. many years before 
one may take the trip by rail," said Mr. 
de Wlildt. "Ten thousand dollars, how- 
ever, would not induce mc la take the 
same trip ngnlii as we mnde iL" 

De Windt and his companions were 
found nearly dead from exposure in a 
cave on the Siberian coast by Capt. Cot- 
tle of the whaler William Bayllss, Thil 
was early last June, They crossed Bering 
sea In the United StntCB revenue cutter 
Thetis, and after that their hardships 
rvere nearly over. 

The story of their trip Is a continuous 
record of struggle against mighty obsta- 
cles. Undaunted by two previous fail- 
ures they fought their way on, determin- 
ed to succeed. The first stage ot the 
journey was mnde over the Transslbcriau 
Bali way. This took them as for as Ir- 
kutsk. There tubey embarked on a trip 
of 2,000 miles to Yakutsk, traveling tlio" 
entire distance In horse sleighs. Yakutsk 
has the reputation of being the coldest 
town on earth, nnd Sir. de Windt de- 
clares ttie reputation Is well earned, 
De Wlii tit Tells of Hardships. 
Speaking of tliat part 6f his Journey, 
the traveler Baid; \'The distance 'wascov-i 
ered by means 'of 122 drivers nud 732 
horses, The. total cost for each sleigh 
M ; as under $1&0." \ 

From Yakutsk the travelers' Journey 
took them 700 miles to Verkoyansk, thence 
northeast 1,300 miles to the town of Sred- 
nlkolynlsk. "The sleighs that brought 
us from Irkutsk were discarded at Ya- 
kutsk for small reindeer sleds about sev- 
en feet by three, cohered In by canvas 
and reindeer skins," said Sir. De Windt, 
"Bear skins formed the beds and there 
we lay at full. length, day after day, night 
after night, for the next two months, 
while a Yakutc driver urged on his deer 
train. Light furs were useless in that 
region, 

"Tho traveler bound for tho Kolyma 
district must take all his provisions in a 
frozen state, for food is scarce along that 
lonely tract of 1,800 miles. 'The reindeer 
stations nrc 100 to 200 miles apart, but 
shelter huts are located at shorter inter- 
vals; -These nrc little houses of wood and 
water In the form of slabs of- Ice, but 
nothing else. 

"The stupendous difficulties fo that 
overland "journey from Paris to New 
York can be realized only by those who 
have encountered them. 

"From Srednlkolynlsk our next dash 
was 2,000 miles to the Bliore of Boring 
sea, dogs being our motive power. Tho 
cold was terrible. At times the ther- 
mometer registered 78 degrees below 7.cro, 
and for D00 miles we did not see a hut." 
At last the inhospitable sea shore was 
reached, and there the entire party nearly 
perished from exposure nod hunger. Tlu-y 
were found at a place called Whadyluk 
by Capt. Cottie, who suplled them with 
provisions nnd offered to take them off 
in his boat. This offer De Windt declin- 
ed. 

After reaching Cape Nome De Windt 
had. failed In the effort, once being driven 
back by unfriendly savage tribes in north- 
ern Siberia, and once turned back by tbc 
war in China. 

The explorer .was aided materially In 
his present trip by the American nnd Bus- 
Elan governments, the Siberian officials 
being ordered to take every precaution 
to insure tho safety . of tho explorers 
against unfriendly natives, and the Unit- 
ed States revenue service In Alaska Ic- 
ing ordered to keep a lookout for the 
party.

Commander Fillsbury's squadron In- 
cludes the auxiliary cruisers Prairie, 
Panther and Supply. Bear Admiral HIg- - 
glnson has his. flagship, tho. Ken rsarge, 
and two other battleships, the Slasstehu- * .' 
setts and the' Alabama, and the cruisers 
Brooklyn, Olympla. aud Montgomery, be- 
sides seven torpedo boots, two unarmed 
gunboats, two tuga and the converted 
yachts Mayflower aiid Gloucester, Tha 
torpedo boats are the Shubrick, Dcca/ur, 
Thornton, Stockton, Bagloy, Bnrney and 
Bid die. The gunboats arc the Scorpion 
and Peoria. 

The blue squadron was treated to a 
night surprise, the first of the great au- 
tumn maneuvers. For bnlf an hour tho 
rocky hills bf'oldCnpc Ann resounded 
wit btlie thunder of mighty guns, while' 
powerful electric searchlights swept the 
waters and made a brilliant display. 

It was tiie torpedo boat flotilla stealing 
in under cover of darkness and surprising 
oil except the foxy oid admiral, who ear- 
lier in the day secretly had ordered 'the 
attack to be made. Not a captain- in 
vtie Heel had an intimation of what was 
coming and the surprise was complete. 

Tuesday night -the inhabitants of tho 
staid New England village of Bocknort, 
SInss., were all tucked into their beds at 
o'clock. Even the summer cottagers, 
whose handsome places line., the shore, 
had retired for the night. A blue-jacket 
lookout ou the Kenrsargc first gave the 
alarm. The quartermaster on watch re- 
ported that strange- craft were stealing 
Into the harbor through the eastern pas- 
sage. 

A messenger ran from the dock to 
arouse the flagship's .captain. Electric 
signal lights flushed from the masthead 
of the Kenrsargc. In a minute the blue- 
jackets were flying half clad from ham- 
mocks on board every ship of tho squad- 
ron to" man the guns. 

Two thousand five hundred 1 men were 
roused from sleep to repel* the enemy. 
The first gun boomed out. Then the 
thunder of the guns grew incessant. The 
xonr was like that which marked the 
destruction of Ccrvcra'a fleet off the 
Cuban coast. 

The people of Bockport tumbled out of 
their bods. All along shore there was a 
burrjing and skurrying from summer cot- 
tages to learn what had happened. For 
half an hour the cannonading continued, 
when there rose from the leader of the 
Invading squadron a red and green rock- 
et, which" told what they were and re- 
vealed the sham. The battle off Bock- 
port ended In a blaze of red and grcea fire 
and the villagers went back to tbelr beds 
wondering what it was all about. 

The defending fleet sailed out Wednes- 
day afternoon to await .the attacking 
ships. -The work cut out for Admiral 
Higglnson was to n?ovent Plllsburys di- 
vision from getting Into some port be- 
tween Chatham, SInss., and Portland, 
Mo., without bei:ig discovered.
